QUITO, Aug. 6 (UP) — The death 


toll in the earthquake which dev- 


astated central Ecuador yester- 
day mounted to 660 today. Nearly 
5000 persons were injured. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
from Quito said 400 bodies had 


been found in the Ambato region 


and many more were believed to 
have been killed, 

(Another AP report from Wash- 
ington quoted the Ecudorean Am- 
bassador, Augusto Dillon, as say- 
ing 500 persons were officially re- 
ported dead in Ambato alone. The 
Ecudor Embassy was said to have 
been informed that 70 per cent of 
the buildings in Ambato were de- 
stroyed.) 

Red Cross and Army relief units 
working under the personal di- 
rection of New York-born Presi- 
dent Galo Plaza also reported that 
nearly 30,000 persons were home- 
less in the 2300-square-mile area 
in the Andes mountains racked 
by the earthquake. 

Hardest hit was the city of Am- 
bato, in the center of the devas- 
tated area 70 miles south of Quito. 
Ambato, a city of 21,000 persons, 
alone counted 570 dead and al- 
most 4000 injured, according to 
official sources. One-third of the 
city was destroyed. 

Wreck in Ambato. 

At least 2000 buildings in Am- 
bato were in ruins. They included 
almost the whole industrial area of 
textile mills, a modern rubber 
factory. a large cannery, flour 
milis and tanneries. 

Plaza set up his headquarters 
in an army tent in the center of 
the main square of Ambato after 
flying there from Quito. Nearby 
were the ruins. of the Ambato 
Cathedral, where a priest and 60 
children receiving religious in- 
atruction were killed. 

More than 20 other towns, in- 
cluding Latacunga, Salcedo, and 
Pujili, also were hard hit. They 
are strung out along the Pan 
American Highway, some 50 miles 
north and south of Ambato, and 
have a total population of some 
100,000. 

Relief Parties Delayed. 

Parts of the highway itself were 
wrecked by the tremblors, delay- 
ing relief expeditions. However, 
Army planes began a shuttle serv- 
ice between Quito and the affect- 
ed towns, carrying doctors, nurses, 
medicines, tents and other sup- 
plies. 

Plaza sent a message to the na- 
tion asking farmers to rush milk 
and food and all citizens to do- 
nate blood for the earthquake vic- 
tims. He has 200 physicians and 
scores of nurses with him in Am- 
bato. 

All traffic in Ambato was at a 
standstill. Streets radiating from 
the central square were blocked 
with the debris of wrecked build- 
ings. However, ‘telephone com- 
munication with Quito was re- 
stored this morning. , 

All-Night Rescue Work. 

Busses were commandeered to 
move the injured and homeless 
from the outskirts of Ambato to 
Quito. Rescue squads worked all 
night digging out the dead and in- 
jured and still were at it at mid- 
day today. 

(At Washington, the American 
Red Cross said it had offered to 
send relief supplies to the stricken 
region. The relief agency said 
that its Panama representative 
had been in touch with United 
States Army officers who plan to 
send an emergency survey mission 
to or.)

ACCIDENT DEATHS 
IN U.S. 4 TIMES TOLL 
FROM ATOM BOMBS 


400,000 Killed in Four Years 
by Needless Mishaps, Safety 
Council Says. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6 (AP)—Atom 
bombs killed about 110,000 per- 
sons in Japan four years ago but 
since the atomic age began, the 
National Safety Council says, acci- 
dents have caused 400,000 deaths 
in the United States. 

Ned H. Dearborn, council presi- 
dent, in the National Safety News, 
said the accidental death toll in 
other countries of the world can- 
not be estimated, but if the world 
rate is near the American, about 
6,000,000 persons have been killed 
by accidents in the four years of 


the atomic era. 

The 400,000 Americans have 
been killed, Dearborn said, “not 
by the new products of genius, 
but by the old stupidities. Acci- 
dents—the banal, needless, profit- 
less, prewar type of accident—. 
have killed almost four times as 
many people in postwar America 
as the atom bombs killed at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. 

J am not trying to gloss over 
the menacing possibilities of 
atomic warfare but the other dis- 
aster—the disaster of accidents— 
is not a possibility; it is a grim 
and bloody fact. (and) the

CURFEW, CHAPERON 
LAW URGED IN TOWN

LAVALETTE, N.J., Aug. 6 (UP)

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., Aug. 6— 
An appeal will be made to the 
Iowa Supreme Court on Dr. Rob- 
ert C. Rutledge Jr.’s conviction of 
murder second-degree if the sen- 
tence, to be fixed Monday, is “too 
severe,” the St. Louis pediatrician’s 
father said today. 

This was the first indication 
that Dr. Rutledge, whose motion 
for a new trial was overruled yes- 
terday, might go to prison without 
a further fight to win his freedom. 
He faces a sentence of 10 years 
to life imprisonment. 

His father, an optometrist of 
Houston, Tex., told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “I’m broke, and it takes 
money to make an appeal, but if 
Bob's sentence is too severe I'll 
have to sell everything I have to 
raise the funds.” 

The elder Rutledge, who did not 
indicate what he considered a “too 
severe” sentence, said he would 
sell his home in Houston, if neces- 
sary, to raise money. 

District Judge J. E. Heiserman, 
who will fix sentence has given 
no indication what it will be. 
However, from frequent remarks 
he has made on and off the bench 
con the “gravity of this 
crime,” it appears likely the sen- 
tence will be considerably more 
than the minimum 10 years.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
A multi-billion dollar foreign aid 
bill wag set today for swift pas- 
gage after a gantlet of 
sharp Senate debate for days. The 
final vote is expected Monday. 

The only obstacle still confront- 
ing the money bill—and not a very 
big one—is an amendment by Sen- 
ator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, to bar 
recovery aid to any nation in the 
future which nationalizes a basic 
industry. The move is aimed par- 
ticularly at Britain’s socialization 
program. N 

Kem Appeals Decision. 

Senate leaders see no difficulty 
ahead in brushing aside the Kem 
proposal, It was ruled out of or- 
der late yesterday on the ground 
that it contained policy-making 
law in violation of Senate rules 
concerning appropriations meas- 
ures. 

Kem appealed the decision by 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, who was presiding, but lead- 
ers are confident they can beat 


this move. 
Once past that hurdle, the Sen- 


ate is expected to approve the 
measure which has been tied up 
in a confused wrangle over Senate 
rules. 

As it now stands, the bill con- 


tains: 

(1) 33,628, 300,000 to carry the 

Economic Co-operation Ad minis- 

tration to July 1. 1950. 

(2) 6150, 000,000 for ECA loans. 

(3) 31,074, 000,000 to pay for 
ECA operations during April, 
May and June. 

(4) $900,000,000 for Army occu- 
pation costs in Germany, Aus- 
tria and Japan and the Ryukyu 
islands. 

(5) $45,000,000 in aid for Tur- 
key and Greece, 

(6) $344,000 for a congressional 
watchdog committee staff to 
continue checking on foreign 
spending. 

The total of these figures is 
roughly about 10 per cent less 
than voted by the House. For this 
reason, the final vote will send the 
bill into a conference where Sen- 
ate-House members will work out 
their differences. 

The Senate rejected an amend- 
ment which would have required 
the Army to earmark $450,000, 
of its occupation money for buy- 
ing surplus United States farm 
products. 

There was some surprise over

A committee named by Hoffman 
succeeded last year in saving 159 
plants from being destroyed or 
dismantled. This agreement was 
reached with the British and 
French. 

Bridges told the Senate there 
are 365 plants remaining which 
could be kept in Germany without 
upsetting the recovery effort of any 
European nation. 

The State Department is re- 
ported to be none too happy about 
the prospect of re-opening the 
plant problem with France and 
Britain, but no opposition de- 
veloped when Bridges offered the 
amendment. 

Arms Aid Situation. 

President Truman’s congres- 
gional critics, meanwhile, termed 
his revised arms aid bill a for- 
ward step, but continued to op- 
pose its proposed $1,450,000,000 
cost. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the scheduled out- 
lay to help arm free nations 
against Communism should be cut 
in half.

$3,523,000,000 IN- AID 
TO CHINA AUTHORIZED 
BY U.S. INLAST 12 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP). 
HE United States has au- 
T thorized more than $3,523,- 
| 000,000 worth of aid for China 
in 12 years—the greatest part 
since V-J day, the State De- 
partment said yesterday. 
Forty per cent of it went to 
help China fight Japan, be- 
ginning in 1937 when hostil- 
ities broke out. The rest of 
it, $2,007,700,000, has been set 
up since the Pacific war ended. 
This included help for reoccu- 
pying liberated areas, repatri- 
ating Japanese, meeting relief 
needs, slowing up the econom- 
ic collapse and military aid, 
the department said in its 
white paper on China policy. 
The figures covered $2,422,- 
000,000 authorized in grants 
and $1,101,000,000 in credits. 
They do not include some of 
the sales to China of postwar 
surplus. Neither do they take 
in the United States share of 
aid granted through some 
United Nations relief organiza- 
tions. They do, however, in- 
clude $474,000,000 in UNRRA 
aid, $275,000,000 in ECA aid 
and $46,400,000 in direct relief.

KOREA 
TO TALK WITH RHEE 
ON PACIFIC PACT 


CHINHAE, Korea, Aug. 6 (AP) 
—Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
arrived at this south Korean port 
today for a series of conferences 
with President Syngman Rhee on 
a Pacific pact against the Com- 
munists. 

The veteran leader of China’s 
Nationalists plans to remain three 
days. In separate statements, 
Chiang and the Korean President 
said they expect to discuss the 
projected union of Pacific powers 
tomorrow. Neither made any 
reference to the United States 
“white paper” on China. 

Rhee and his wife met Chiang 
as his plane landed on a strip 
near this naval base which the 
Japanese used for World War II 
operations. 

The four miles from the airstrip 
to the residence where Chiang will 
stay was guarded by Korean sail- 
ors stationed 25 feet apart. The 
residence is the home of the 
Chinhae naval commander.

Hunan Defection Causes 
Shift in Defense Plans 


—Big Battle Reported 
Shaping Up. 


By SPENCER MOOSA 

CANTON, Aug. 6 (AP)—The 
Chinese Foreign Office today be- 
gan an intensive study of the 
United States “white paper” which 
writes off the Nationalist Govern- 
ment as a failure in the war with 
China’s Communists. 

A spokesman said that because 
of the length of the 1054-page 
document China’s official reaction 
could not be expected for several 
days. 

Even as he spoke, events in the 
field served to underline one point 
in the white paper—that the Na- 
tionalist armies “did not have to 
be beaten; they disintegrated.” 

Canton was more preoccupied 
with the defections on the front 
to the north than it was with the 
white paper. The whole defense 
system for South China was 
thrown out of gear when Gen. 
Chen Ming-jen, deputy commander 
on that front, went over to the 
Reds with possibly 30,000 of his 
90,000 troops. That handed over 
to the Reds the fortress of 
Changsha, 365 miles north of 
Canton. 


Big Battle Predicted. 


Official dispatches said more 
than 150,000 Red troops were mas- 
ing south of Changsha. They pre- 
dicted a big battle soon. 

Gen. Pai Chung-hsi, top com- 
mander on that front, is supposed 
to have an army of 200,000 men. 
But his turncoat deputy knows his 
troop dispositions and his plans 
for defense. 

Dispatches said Nationalist 
planes yesterday subjected Chang- 
sha to heavy bombing, particularly 
the railway station. They also 
claimed some troops who deserted 
with Chen had returned to the 
government fold. One of his divi- 
sional commanders was reported 
kidnaped by loyal troops and tak- 
en to Hengyang for trial. 

Reports said one reason for 
Chen’s defection was a grudge 
against Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek for dismissing him as com- 
mander of the Nationalist garri- 
son at Szepingkai, Manchuria, 
after his renowned fight against 
the Reds there. 

(The United Press said a wide- 
spread plot by former Govern- 
ment officials to surrender all of 
Hunan Province to the Commu- 
nists was discovered by the Na- 
tionalists. It said the cabinet had 
ordered the arrest of Gen. Cheng 
Chien, ousted earlier as governor 
of Hunan for his pro-Communist 
activities. 

(The Communists set up a 
“temporary military control com- 
mission” for Hunan and reported- 
ly named Cheng Chien as gov- 
ernor, the United Press said.) 

Reds 215 Miles From Canton. 

The Communists are within 215 


miles of Canton on the northeast. 


The Nationalists say the Reds’ 
right wing on this front now has 
been checked 50 miles from the 
border of Kwangtung province, of 
which Canton also is the capital.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)—

Mundt said the Detroiters were 
the low bidders and were entitled 
to the contract—for a supply of 
windshields. He said they related 
that they simply wanted to speed 
up final Government approval. 

Maragon was questioned three 


days last week by Senate investi- 
gators looking into the activities 
of “five percenters”—persons who 
charge a fee for helping others 
get Government contracts. 

Two Bodies. 


The inquiry is being handled 
by a special Senate subcommittee 
trying to find out whether any 
commission men have attempted 
to influence Government officials, 
as has been alleged. A House com- 
mittee which has been conducting 
a similar inquiry into Army uni- 
form purchases reported yester- 
day that it is satisfied there have 
been no irregularities involved in 
such contracts. 

The Senate group plans to start 
public hearings Monday. In prep- 
aration for those sessions the sub- 
committee has been questioning 
witnesses behind closed doors. 

At a private meeting yesterday 
afternoon the subcommittee got 
the testimony of three officials of 
Austin Metal Products, Inc., a 
Detroit company which produces 
auto parts, They appeared in re- 
sponse ‘to subpenas. A few hours 
later Mundt, a member of the 
subcommittee, told reporters: 

“They testified they got in touch 
with Maragon to see whether he 
could speed up the contract. They 
said Maragon called someone at 
the White House and got them an 
appointment with an Army officer 
who appeared to be an assistant 
to Gen. Vaughan.” 

Good Friend of Vaughan. 

Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
‘a St. Louisan, is President Tru- 
man’s military aide. Maragon has 
said he is a good friend of 
Vaughan. ' 

“They said,” Mundt continued, 
“that they discussed the contract 
with this Army -officer, and that 
the whole thing had been cleared 
up and the contract released by 
the time they got back to Detroit. 

The subcommittee questioned 
Nicholas K. P’Sachos, described 
by Senator Hoey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, the subcommittee chair- 
man, as “the most important mem- 
ber” of the Detroit firm; Edgar 
Roger Snyder, vice president and 
general sales manager! and Har- 
old Freedman, treasurer. 

Hoey said “There is no evidence 
that Maragon was paid anything” 
by the Detroiters who obtained 
the Army contract last spring. 

Friendship Basis. 

“In fact,” Hoey said, “the evi- 
dence indicates he was not paid 
anything. Apparently the whole 
thing was on a basis of friend-

ship.” 

The Detroiters, Hoey said, were 
“clearly entitled to the contract.” 
He added: “They submitted the 
lowest bid. The only bidders were 
General Motors and this company, 
and this company’s bid was con- 
siderably under that of General 
Motors.” s 

Hoey disclosed that State De- 
partment records on Maragon 
were subpenaed by the subcom- 
mittee last Thursday. He said the 
records are from the department’s 
office of foreign liquidation, which 
handled disposal of Government 
surplus property abroad.

Cardinal Francis Spellman has 
sued a new statement on federal 
aid to education and Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, who had dis- 
agreed with his stand, termed the 
message “clarifying and fair.” 

The statements followed a tele- 
phone call from the Cardinal to 
the wife of the late President. The 
Cardinal said he acted to clear 
up “many regrettable misunder- 
standings” concerning the position 
of the Roman Catholic Church on 
the issue. s 

In his statement, issued simul- 
taneously last night with one by 
Mrs. Roosevelt, the Cardinal said 
the Catholic Church seeks public 
funds solely for “auxiliary serv- 
ices” of parochial schools. 

“We are not asking for general 
support of religious schools,” he 
said. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, whom the Cardi- 
nal had called “anti-Catholic” for 
her opposition to federal aid to 
sectarian schools, said the Cardi- 
nal had telephoned her and “asked 
me to go over a statement which 
he would like to release.” 

I have read it,” she added, and 
think it a clarifying and fair state- 
ment.” 

Both statements were released 
at the chancery office of the New 
York archdiocese. 

The Cardinal said the Catholic 
church does not expect, nor ask 
for public funds for school con- 
struction, maintenance and teach- 
ing services. 

But he said parochial school 
children should share with public 
school children in funds for trans- 
portation, school lunches, health 
programs and non-religious text- 
books. 

“We do not think,” he added, 
“it should be left to each state to 
decide for itself whether or not 
to distribute federal funds in a 
discriminatory way. 

“And above all, we ask that 
Congress guarantee the use of 
federal funds for health and trans- 
portation services to the 2,800,000 
of America’s children attending 
parochial schools, if they guaran- 
tee federal funds for health and 
transportation services to other 
American. children attending pub- 
lic schools.”

The Cardinal’s statement makes

WISCONSIN RENT LAW SNAGS 
ON SURRENDER OF U.S.RECORDS 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 6 (UP)— 
Wisconsin’s new rent decontrol 


law, bitterly opposed by organized 
labor, ran into a legal snag in 
federal courts today, a day after 
state machinery replaced federal 
controls in the state. 

United States District Judge 
Robert Tehan issued an order, 
sought by attorneys for the Wis- 
consin CIO Council, which might 
ultimately block the surrender of 
federal rent records to county 
clerks as the new law provides. 

Tehan ordered specifically that 
Robert Rose, the Milwaukee fed- 
eral rent control director, show 
cause why he should not be re- 
strained from turning his records 
over to representatives of the 
state. He set hearings for Aug. 15. 
The council sought to enjoin the 
surrender of the records on 
grounds that the new state regu- 
lations “are no control at all,” 
and that the local option section 
of the federal law is unconstitu- 
tional. It was under the local por- 
tion of the law that Wisconsin’s 
legislature divorced the state from 
federal control.

B. G. Gregory, Manager of the 
board, signed both telegrams.

James, a Navy war veteran, was 
held for hearing Aug. 17 after Dis- 
trict Judge Norman Snow ordered 
4 — of not guilty entered for 


Police Capt. Frank A. Kaveny 
said James wept hysterically 
when told his father was dead. 

“He told us how he and his fa- 
ther served in the Navy together 
in the last war. He said what 
buddies they were and how much 
his father did for him,” Capt. 
Kaveny said. 

The captain said a single shot 
from a souvenir rifle wounded 
Everett in the side and fatally 
wounded the father. 

Kaveny said the two boys had 
been quarreling but “nobody 
knows over what.” Police said 
both sons had been drinking beer 
all evening before the shooting. 

(The United Press reported a 
friend of the family said the early- 
morning quarrel was over James's 
use of Everett’s automobile.) 

For 20 years the elder Lynch 
had umpired high school and col- 
lege baseball and American Le- 
gion Junior Tournaments.

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Credit to the Police Board 


To a man, the St. Louis police board rdjected 
the reinstatement application of Joseph L. 
Mathews, backed as this was by all the influence 
which could be mustered by State Senator Ed- 
ward J. (Jellyroll) Hogan and his associates. 

It would be very gratifying if credit and con- 
gratulations could be extended to each member 
of the board in equal measure. But the plain 
fact is that most of the praise must go to Board 
President William L. Holzhausen. He was stoutly 
against the rehiring of Mathews from the start. 
Three other board members, however, wavered 
until the eleventh hour. 

In the end they, too, voted right. Was it be- 
‘cause the spotlight of publicity was full upon 
them? We prefer to believe that they were per- 
suaded by Mr. Holzhausen’s arguments and by 
his fine example. We like to believe that, in the 
end, they acted on the facts, and that they 
would have done so even in the dark. But we 
are determined to keep the spotlight in focus— 
just to keep the straight path in the view of 
those who might be tempted to stray. 

Mr. Mathews himself is a minor figure in the 
police story. But he had become the symbol of 
those who would bend the Police Board to their 
own purposes—the Hogans, Callanans, Dougher- 
tys and Hilsmans, all politicians with a strange 
notion of public service. They even permitted 
Charles Binaggio, Kansas City representative of 
the Capone syndicate, to join in putting pressure 
on the board. Had they been successful, it 
would have been a clear signal both to the po- 
licemen and to the disreputable elements in the 
community that the friends of gambling racke- 
teers had more power in police affairs than the 
board itself. 

The present police board was appointed by 
Gov. Forrest Smith under circumstances which 
persuaded the gambling gentry that such a green 
light would soon be flashed. The racketeers 
counted on the town being opened—and opened 
wide. And what they awaited with eagerness, 
the community dreaded. 

Actually, the Police Board record to date has 
been a good one. It was improved by the rejec- 
tion of the Mathews application and the sinister 
pressure which it represented. For this St. 
Louis salutes the board, and especially its presi- 
dent. St. Louis wants to see the board record 
kept as clean as it is now. St. Louis will con- 
tinue to keep an eye on Twelfth and Clark, and 
it will be as ready to praise as to blame.

Scott Base and Another Holdup 


An armed force of 175 men, using police 
cars, jeeps and trucks, ran down and captured 
a Scott Air Force Base private who abducted 
a Belleville grocer and his wife after robbing 
them of $122 in their store. Hundreds of spec- 
tators saw the four-hour man hunt end with 
the fugitive surrounded by military police and 
civilian police in a bush and weed grown area of 
East St. Louis. This incident, seen by hundreds, 
described on the front pages of newspapers and 
related by radio, won't win many recruits for 
the Air Force. 

Only last week the Post-Dispatch, comment- 
ing editorially on the crimes and misdemean- 
ors perpetrated by Scott Base airmen, asked 
what was wrong that the base should have such 
a record. In reply, a soldier entrusted with 
guard duty and equipped with a military pistol 
—which he used in the holdup and abduction 
—goes AWOL and adds one more crime to the 
list. If the Inspector General’s office does not 
act, Congressman Price, who represents the 
district, himself should investigate.

Cause of the Mt. Carmel Crash 


After an investigation lasting more than a 
year, the Civil Aeronautics Board finds that 
carbon dioxide gas from the fire extinguishing 
system probably caused a DC-6 airliner crash 
that killed 43 persons at Mt. Carmel, Pa., in 
June 1948. 

Worst of all, the gas may have been dis- 
charged in response to a false alarm activated 
by smoke-detecting apparatus so sensitive that 
it has registered when there were no fires. Then, 
as the investigators believe, the pilot tipped the 
plane nose down in an emergency descent. This 
caused the heavier-than-air gas to leak from the 
forward baggage compartment of the pressur- 
ized aircraft into the cockpit, where it overcame 
the crew. 

Soon after this crash, pilots of pressurized 

cabin planes were ordered not to use the gas 
until they donned oxygen masks and opened 
valves to release cabin pressure. 
An important finding in the inquiry is that 
„too little consideration has been given to the 
human limitations of crew members in time of 
stress and danger. A fire in flight permits little 
opportunity for the exercise of detached and 
thoughtful consideration for emergency pro- 
cedure.” 

This is indine with recommendations of the 
Air Line Pilots Association which is continually 
pushing for elimination of fire hazards. Spe- 
cifically, it has sought redesign of planes to al- 
low the crew to reach any portion of the craft, 
including baggage compartments, in flight. It 
has also asked development of a non-inflam- 
mable hydraulic fluid and a new extinguishing 
agent to replace carbon dioxide. 

The men who fly the planes should be well 
qualified to speak out on safety measures. They 
made their recommendations long before the Mt. 
Carmel crash. Are the air lines, Congress and 
the CAB paying enough attention to their 
recommendations? 
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Forced Labor in Russia 

It has long been suspected, at least, that 
forced labor was an accepted policy inside So- 
viet Russia. Now, British delegates to the United 
Nations Economic and Social Council have pre- 
sented a document to that organization which 
they believe proves the existence of this evil 
practice. 

The document, British delegates say, is a Rus- 
sian corrective labor code of 8500 words that 
was included in a collection of laws and decrees 
of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet up to 
March 1, 1940. Its authenticity may be chal- 
lenged, of course, but its contents should serve 
as fair warning to those who take lightly the 
concept of human freedom that is the heritage 
of all Americans. 

Among other things, the British report that a 
Russian worker can be put to forced labor if he 
loses more than 20 minutes working time by 
being late for his job or leaving early. Further- 
more, the British contend the basic motive of 
the system was to enable the government to

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Again the Natural Gas Grab 


When Representative Sullivan of St. Louis 


rose in the House to attack a bill releasing 


natural gas producers from federal regulation, 
he was defending his constituents against legal- 
ized extortion. He was asserting that a monop- 
oly like the natural gas business can be toler- 
ated only when the public retains effective 
control of its prices. 

He made his point in a striking example. La- 
clede Gas Light Co., which distributes gas in 
the St. Louis community, and the pipeline com- 
pany that brings it here, are under public regu- 
lation. But for a time the third company, which 
supplies the gas at the field, was not regulated, 
and its price was then $8.31 per thousand cubic 
feet. Then gas producers were brought under 
the Federal Power Commission, and the price 
fell to $4.66—almost one half. 

If control is wrested from the FPC, the price 
will rise again, One of the ripper bill’s prime 
movers, Senator Kerr, a man with extensive oil 
and gas interests, admits it would put money in 
his pocket. The stakes are huge. It is estimated 
that a mere 5 per cent price increase during the 
life of the gas deposits would enrich producers 
more than $1,500,000,000 in the Texas Panhandle 
alone. 

The feeble pretext has been offered that the 
gas-producing states will keep the price fair if 
federal control is lifted. But there is a powerful 
clamor in those states to nick the gas-consuming 
regions for all the traffic will bear, and several 
Southwestern utility commissions have shown 
long since that the oil and gas industry’s wishes 
are their law. Even if the states wanted to play 
fair, Mr. Sullivan and other dissenters have 
warned that they cannot touch rates on inter- 
state movements of gas. Thus, the intent of the 
pending bill is to free the producers from either 
federal or state regulation—to give them a free 
hand on consumers’ pocketbooks. 

A milder version of-this grab was defeated in 
a Senate committee last year, but the bolder 
1949 attempt has cleared both the House and 
the Senate committees. Whatever else the sins 
of the Eightieth Congress were, this thing was 
too raw to swallow. What about the Eighty- 
first, the Congress elected to bring the people a 
fairer deal? 
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For a Welfare Department 

Senator McClellan’s expenditures committee 
has voted to reject President Truman’s proposal 
to create a new Department of Welfare of cabi- 
net rank. The President’s recommendation 
grew out of a similar proposal by the Hoover 
Commission in an effort to combine the over- 
lapping provinces and responsibilities of various 
federal social security activities, the Office of 
Education, the Indian Bureau and others. 


The President’s plan appears to be sound and 
sensible. Put in effect, it would save the Gov- 
ernment money, result in more efficient service 
to the taxpayer and eliminate an enormous 
amount of inter-agency red tape. 


Unification is a principle on which Congress 
has looked with favor. It also has called upon 
the President for economy. It is hoped, there- 
fore, that his attempts to comply will not receive 
treatment like this. The Senate should not ac- 
cept its committee’s report. 
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Veterans’ Benefit, With a Difference 


Under the present social security law, many 
World War II veterans are destined to receive 
smaller old-age insurance benefits than workers 
who remained in civilian life throughout the 
war. This is because the size of a person’s an- 
nuity depends on the number of years he has 
made payments into the insurance fund. The 
payments for people in uniform were suspended. 

The House Ways and Means Committee feels 
that this situation is unfair. It proposes, there- 
fore, to credit each veteran’s social security 
account with the amount of taxes that would 
have been collected from a civilian income of 
$160 a month through the period of his national 
service. The $160 is an arbitrary average, but 
the credit would bring the retirement benefits 
of ex-service people approximately in line with 
those of other workers. 

This is far more appealing than most veterans’ 
legislation. It is unfair to penalize a man in old 
age for the military service of his youth. The 
social security credit is a measure of automatic 
justice to persons who have taken minimum or 
no advantage of the many special benefits of- 
fered veterans, such as housing and educational 
aid and the “52-20 Club.” Most veterans’ bene- 
fits create a class apart from other people, but 
this one would have the opposite effect. 

It is strange that the social security credit 
was not one of the first things done for veterans. 
Unfortunately, it was not done, and meanwhile 
the country has assumed a heavy burden of 
other veterans’ benefits. Today, therefore, 
every new proposal needs careful reckoning 
as to the cost and the nation’s ability to pay. 
The social security credit is a case in point, 
which merits the most sympathetic consideration.

Better Eating for Better Health

This nation has unique ability to give everybody a good diet, mag- 
azine asserts: yet Americans of all incomes continue to undermine 
of their health with sugars, starches and fads; with a mutual stake, why 
don’t government and business join in a Food-for-Health crusade? 


From the Country Gentleman 


One of America’s greatest potential ad- 
vantages—and the most neglected—is the 
opportunity for good nutrition. It holds 
the key alike to better public health and to 
a solution of our recurring farm problem. 
We are spending more money on both than 
any other nation on earth and failing to 
use an answer that is ready at hand. 

For the first time in history the people 
of this country have available, or could 
have, enough of every food product that 
contributes to health and vigor from youth 
to old age. The advances in nutritional 
science would enable us to use it for that 
purpose. 

But the sorry fact is that only about 
one third of our population observes really 
good eating habits. Most nutritionists 
agree that popular practice lags 15 or 20 
years behind current knowledge. 

The price of this national negligence is 
high. How much it is costing the Ameri- 
can people in preventable sickness, in 
susceptibility to infectious and degenerative 
diseases, loss of earnings, impaired powers 
and premature deaths is beyond calcula- 
tion. 


More Meat, Milk, Fruit, Etc. 


So far as quantity is concerned the 
American people eat plenty, sometimes too 
much. The trouble is the national fare is 
badly out of balance, with not enough of 
the right foods included for maximum 
health. 


Our chief dietary sing are excesses in 
starch and sweetstuffs. The deficiencies 
are in the protective foods—milk and dairy 
products, meat and eggs, fruit and vege- 
tables, especially citrus fruits and the 
green, leafy and yellow vegetables, and 
whole-grain cereals. These supply the pro- 
teins, calcium, vitamins and minerals es- 
sential for strong bone structure and sound 
teeth, for the body’s “building blocks” and 
for resistance to disease. 


These protective foods are indispensable 
to health. You cannot make up for their 
lack with bottled vitamins. 


Another wrong impression is that dietary 
deficiencies are due to cost, that many in 
the lower-income group cannot afford the 
protective foods. The facts are that poor 
eating habits along with “calcium and 
protein poverty” extend throughout the 
population regardless of income. Also the 


nutrition level would mean an increase of 


10 to 20 per cent in the consumption of all 
protective foods. A Michigan State Col- 
lege of Agriculture study recently esti- 
mated that a smaller increase in livestock 
and dairy numbers than required to fur- 
nish this additional amount of meat and 
milk would take care of our surplus grain 
situation. That would remove both a farm 
worry and a large Government expense. It 
would also contribute to a stronger, more 
productive population, spending less money 
on drugs, dentists’ and doctors’ bills. 

Why isn’t something being done to bring 
this about? Some constructive actions are 
being taken here and there. Nutrition 
education is being launched in the schools 
of New York State this fall with a graphic 
bulletin that could well serve as a model. 
It gives examples of a good diet. More- 
over, it presents the incentives for young 
people to eat the right foods by showing 
the effects on growth, strength, personal 
appearance and better scholarship. Some 
other states are taking an interest in nutri- 
tion education. In another good move the 
leaders of the livestock, dairy and poultry 
organizations are getting together to pro- 
mote the important part that animal agri- 
culture plays in a good diet. 

These actions are helpful, but not 
enough. What is really needed is noth- 
ing less than a Food-for-Health Program 
that would enlist federal, state and private 
efforts. 


The Money and the Know-How 


The Government, since it is so directly 
involved with public health and agricul- 
ture’s problems, should take the lead. It 
should co-ordinate and really encourage its 
own nutrition work, promote nutritional 
research and help to get the facts to the 
people in a way to influence their attitude 
toward food and health, 

It should not lack for allies. Business 
and industry ought to be equally concerned 
because of the effects on the health and 
productivity of their employes. Certainly 
the life insurance companies should be for 
the benefit of their millions of policy- 
holders whose health is important to them. 
Every national interest, in fact, would gain 
by strengthening the American Life Line, 
which extends from the farm to the con- 
sumer’s table.

He is 
a prolific poet and a poet who plays but one 
tune, that of the seasons and of sons. Yet 
as a pastoral poet he has, I think, few 
equals today; and if his theme has about it 
a certain monotony, his approach is usually 
fresh, and his work has a singular charm. 
This is hand-made, not machine-made, work 
never complex, not always sustained, but 
like home-made bread it is honest, crusty, 
and good. Its special quality derives, I 
think, from the fact that Mr. Coffin almost 
never forgets the particular. It is the real- 
ity and homeliness of his detail that gives 
his work difference and authority. 

It is true that one so tires of boys’ thighs, 
legs, pants, and backsides that one almost 
tires of boys. Mr. Coffin is in love with 
fatherhood and his paternal instinct is al- 
most an obsession. For the boys are face- 
less, general, anonymous, They are for the 

most part either rep- 
resentative of mortal 
immortality and so 
only an extension of 
the personality of 
the father or—like 
barns and bees and 
beeves — they are 
landscape pure and 
simple. With this 
conception of chil- 
dren I would quar- 
rel; it is at once a 
little too egotistical 
and a little too sim- 
ple. 
Coffin Moreover, Mr. Cof- 
fin’s poetry some- 
times slips into a prosy patch. There is no 
poem without a wild, weedy loveliness in it, 
but on the other hand there are passing 
few that are perfect throughout. “Making 
the Spring” is one of these and is, I think, 
a minor classic. With the exception of one 
line, I recommend it without reservation 
and only wish I were given space to quote 
more than the following lines: 

The cleaning of this essential thing 

Will be the act that leads in spring. 

Before the bluets frost the glade 

You will come with your long spade 

To delve the bottom till the round 

Diamond bulges from the ground 

And the dancing rainbow shows, 

To let the small boy wet his nose 

In the first drink that will wake 

White violets and the enameled snake.

Better Understanding of Polio 


Assures Its 


Ultimate Defeat 


Nation’s Scientists Know They Now Are 
on Right Track to Conquer 
the Disease.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6 (UP) — 
Three years ago I visited top 
polio research laboratories and 
found there was plenty of hope 
that the disease would be con- 
quered. The hope was based 

mostly on hope itself. 

Today, having just returned 
from another swing around the 
country visiting the polio labora- 
tories, I found there still was 
hope. This time, it is hope based 
on fact and knowledge. Scien- 
tists now are not guessing. They 
are on the right track. 

There was a time when scien- 
tists thought there were as many 
as 20 to 30 different varieties of 
polio or infantile paralysis. To- 
day, after a more concentrated re- 
search campaign, the scientists 
have found only three varieties of 
the disease. There may be others, 
the scientists point out, but in 
studies of epidemics in various 
parts of the country since 1914, 
they have found only the three 
major varieties. 

Better Understand Now. 

All of that means, according to 
the scientists, that a much better 
understanding of the disease has 
been obtained. Such an under- 
standing of the disease ultimately 
will mean the development of 
ways to combat and control in- 
fantile paralysis. 

From visiting the polio wards in 
a typical epidemic area, such as 
San Angelo, Tex., it was appar- 
ent that diagnosis of mild cases 
of the disease still is difficult. 
However, new techniques are now 
being perfected that will help de- 
tect the polio virus in early stages 
of the disease without the long, 
drawn out process of inoculation 
of experimental animals and with- 
out the long wait to see whether 
the animal comes down with the 


polio appears not yet solved, but 
with new knowledge gained in the 
last three years, the scientists are 
now cutting corners and finding 
other direct routes which should 
lead them to the answer. The fact 
there may be only a few varieties 
of polio is sure to speed up the 
day when a vaccine can be devel- 
oped, the scientists believe. 

One of the major accomplish- 
ments in research of the last 
three years has been the develop- 
ment of a technique to grow the 
polio virus outside the human 
body. The virus, a parasite, lives 
only in the presence of living cells 
and it was believed that the virus 
could grow and multiply only in 
the presence of nerve cells or 
brain tissue. Now it has been 


learned that the virus can be 


grown with certain other types 
of human tissue cells. This is ex- 
pected to lead to a means of pro- 
ducing large quntities of virus for 
vaccine purposes. 

h at Critical Point. 

The over-all research projects, 
financed by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, ap- 
pear to be at a critical point—a 
point where several victories may 
come. 

The one dark picture of the 
recent trip is the panic and hys- 
teria that results in many com- 
munities stricken by polio. The 
experts on polio epidemics are 
confident that drastic community 
quarantines are not nece . 

The scientists believe that rath- 
er than community quarantine 
such as closing of schools, movies 
and churches, it is better for the 
families where polio has struck 
to avoid close contact with other 
persons. The studies show that 
voluntary measures are obeyed in 
better spirit and are more effec- 
tive than the wholesale disruption 
of the community’s social routine 
during a polio epidemic.

Minimum Wage. 

Some Democratic leaders con- 
ceded privately that the new min- 
imum wage bill may have a tough 
time when it reaches the House 
floor Monday. The bill would in- 
crease the floor under wages from 
40 to 75 cents an hour and bring 
an extra 600,000 workers under 
coverage of the wage-hour act. 
Republicans and southern Dem- 
ocrats are expected to present 
stiff opposition with a compro- 
mise bill which would set a 65-cent 
minimum for the remainder of 
this year and link later changes 
to the cost of living index.

Mexico, Brannan’s predecessor, 
who is chairman of a Senate agri- 
culture subcommittee drafting a 
bill intended to satisfy several op- 
posing groups.

“so limited it would apply to only 
a very few products—largely a 
few vegetables.” He added: “This 
might cause so much controversy 
it could delay the legislation, and 
cretary Brannan thought it 
might be better to leave it out. 

A bill granting postal employes 
a $150 annual pay rise was ap- 
proved unanimously by the House 
postoffice and civil service com- 
mittee. It would provide employes 
required to wear uniforms their 
first uniform allowance—$100 a

A House-approved plan to kill

TOP U.S. JOBS IN BERLIN 


Wartime Paratroop Leader, 
Native Missourian, Named 
to Double Job. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6 (AP)—Maj. 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, native 
Missourian and wartime paratroop 
leader, was named today to com- 
mand the American Military Gov- 
ernment and Army forces in Ber- 


lin, 

He will de given this double- 
barreled authority, a formal state- 
ment said, “in order to unify the 
United States position in Berlin.” 
The statement said he would as- 
sume his position at a date to be 
announced later, presumably in 
September. 

Taylor wil succeed both Brig. 
Gen. Frank Howley, military gov- 
ernment commandant, and Col. 
James T. Duke, who has com- 
manded the Berlin military post. 

The statement, issued by the 
headquarters of United States 
Army forces in Europe, said Tay- 
lor would be the personal repre- 
sentative of High Commissioner 
John J. McCloy and Lt. Gen. 
Clarence R. Huebner, acting com- 
mander in chief, 

Taylor, who came to Europe last 
February after three and a half 
years as superintendent of West 
Point, has served until now as 
Huebner’s chief of staff. He was 
born in Keytesville, Mo. 

He commanded the 101st Air- 
borne Division which spearheaded 
the Allied invasions of Normandy 
and Holland. In 1943, he made a 
secret trip to Italy to negotiate 
with Italian military leaders a day 
before the Allied landing at Sa- 
lerno. 

As head of American Military 
Government here, Taylor will take 
over one of the most rigorous as- 
signments in the cold war. 

His predecessor, Howley, who 
plans to return to private business 
in Philadelphia, was the target of 
constant attack by Communist 
propaganda. 


GOVERNMENT BUYS 


9,960,327 POUNDS OF 
BUTTER IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
In less than a week the Govern- 
ment has bought 9,960,327 pounds 
of butter—enough to supply the 
nation’s butter needs for three 
days. 

The butter was taken off the 
market at a new support price of 
62 cents per pound, three cents 
above the previous level. The new 
price went into effect last week. 

Price support purchases of but- 
ter Monday through Friday totaled 
almost as much as the Govern- 
ment bought during the preyious 
six ‘months. The Government’s 
butter supply now is 20,261,456 
unds. 

Officials predicted the spurt in 
buying would taper off promptly. 


They pointed out also that pur- 
chases so far are nothing like 
record-breaking. In 1939 the Gov- |% 
ernment, in a price support move, 
bought up 122,000,000 pounds. 2 


GREAT UNANIMITY 
IN DEFENSE TALKS 
DENFELDDECLARES 


Admiral Says No Deci- 
sions Were Made in 
‘Exchange of Views’ 
With European Chiefs. 


PARIS, Aug. 6 (AP) — Adm. 
Louis Denfeld, Navy member of 
the United States Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said, today there is “great 
unanimity of opinion” on the way 
the North Atlantic treaty defenses 
should be organized. 

Denfeld spoke at a press con- 
ference which followed the talks 
by the American chiefs with 
French, Begian, Dutch and Portu- 
guese military leaders. At the 
conference with Denfeld were 
Gen. Omar Bradley, Army; and 
Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, Air Force. 


No Decisions Made. 

Denfeld described as “most suc- 
cessful” the talks with western 
European military leaders this 
week. He emphasized that the 
talks were confined to an ex- 
change of views “to get ideas on 
military organization” and said no 
decisions were made, 

“What we did was to get in- 
formation so that we could both 
advise our own governments and 
make up our own minds on the 
best military organization” under 
the Atlantic pact, Denfeld said of 
the European trip. 

Asked what sort of ideas were 
exchanged, he said “I prefer not 
to go into that.” 

Asked about a supreme military 
council for the 12-nation alliance, 
Denfield said a lot of suggestions 
had been received. The whole 
thing “is very fluid,” he said, and 
he saw no difficulty in setting 
it up. 

A headquarters is a matter that 
is “still entirely open” and a 
matter for political discussion, the 
admiral said. 

Would a supreme council be set 
up by the end of the year, as he 
indicated in London? 

“Well, that was just a date I 
picked up out of the air,” Denfeld 
said, “but I don’t see any reason 
why it should not be done.”

Gen. Bradley, in a reply to a 
question whether Europe’s arms 
needs had been discussed, said no 
and that “the western European 
countries have had nine months 
to work out what thy need, so 
that they have pretty well worked 
up their estimates.” 

The other Atlantic pact coun- 
tries, he added, had not had time 
to do so. France, Britain, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg are in the western Euro- 
pean Union, an earlier defensive 
alliance. 

Asked whether a defense line 
had been fixed in Europe, Denfeld 
said the matter hadn’t been dis- 
cussed at all—nor had the ques- 
tion of using German troops, or 
the adequacy of funds now being 
asked of Congress to arm Europe.

Company Statement. 

John L. Wilson, president of 
l blic Service Co., issued a state- 
ment today, saying the company’s 
plans for the future may have to 
be revised as a result of the de- 
cision. A company representative 
explained that this referred to a 
possible reduction in the number 
of new busses and streetcars to be 
bought in the next five years 
under an improvement program. 
Wilson’s statement follows: 


“The new fare schedules estab- 
lished by the Public Service Com- 
mission will, of course, result in 
substantially less income than was 
requested by the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. as its minimum needs. 
This means that our plans for the 
future may have to be revised. 
We, of course, will continue to 


exercise every possible economy. 


“The rejection of the zone fare 
will cause us to reanalyze and re- 


tt. appraise our entire long-line su- 
— burban operations. 


“We regret very much the cir- 
cumstances which made it neces- 
sary to request an increase of any 
kind. We realize that the transit 
service we provide is an essential 
one for the community and we 
are dedicated to providing that 
service at the cheapest possible 
rate. 

“We had no choice, however, but 
to request the increased fare in 
order to keep our company solv- 
ent, progressive and efficiently 
operated. A postwar decrease in 
riding, in the face of increased 
wage and material costs, became 
a serious threat to our entire 
structure, and, therefore, to the 
entire St. Louis transit system. 

“It will continue to be our policy 
to provide the best possible service 
within the limits of our financial 
capacity. With the co-operation of 
the community, we hope to work 
out a satisfactory solution to this 
serious problem.” 

What Company Sought. 

The company had asked for a 

13-cent cash fare (two tokens for 


oo 25 cents); a zone fare system with 


5-cent extra charge for rides into 


t. 
the suburbs; a 20-cent round-trip 


ticket for adults in the non-rush 
daytime period of weekdays, and 


1 1. enlargement of its 15-cent express 


bus service. 


The zone system, opposed by St. 


Louis county and suburban towns, 
was flatly rejected by the com- 
mission. 

The 20-cent 
was denied also. 

Without comment, the commis- 
sion approved the addition of more 
express bus service. No change 
was made in the existing fare 
structure except as to the basic 
cash fare. 

An appeal by the city of St. 
Louis from the previous commis- 
sion order which eliminated the 
weekly pass was dismissed by 
stipulation in Cole county circuit 
court July 14. This was done be- 
cause of the pendency of the new 
fare case. 

The city, in the new case, pro- 
posed a 75-cent weekly pass, with 
a charge of 5 cents for each ride 
taken on it. 

Drop in Passenger Traffic. 

The city’s stand for some form 
of pass reflects what has appeared 
to be a strong public sentiment. 
There has been a postwar falling 
off of passenger volume, the ex- 
tent of which was disputed in the 
hearing. The commission con- 
cluded that the decline in the last 
year had heen at the annual rate 
of 8 per cent. 

Under this situation, it became 
the concern of all parties in the 
case to seek a means of retaining 
present riders and encouraging 
more bus and streetcar travel. It 
was on this point that the com- 
n:issioners divided. 

Chairman Morris E. Osburn and 
Commissioner Charles L. Henson 
argued for the $1.85 pass, and 
questiored whether ,the 12-cent 
cash fare would produce as much 
additional revenue as the majority 
calculated.

“Opinion Not Changed.” 

“Our opinion in this respect has 
not changed,” the majority deci- 
sion said. “Good reason exists for 
this view. A pass is highly dis- 
criminatory in favor of the fre- 
quent rider. The effect of a pass 
is to cause the less frequent rider 
to subsidize the frequent rider. In 
our opinion, those who purchase 
passes expect to ride for less 
money than the regular cash fare. 
An increase in cash fares from 
10 to 12 cents would mean noth- 
ing to many pass riders. 

“We fail to see any justification 
for such discrimination. We can- 
not see the reason for making it 
possible to get something for noth- 
ing by those who might see fit to 
do so. From the standpoint of the 
company the pass is expensive to 
administer. The restoration of the 
pass, in our opinion, would only 
add to the company’s financial 
burden and bring it little or no 
measure of financial relief.“ 

Dissent on Passes. 


“Generally speaking,” said the 
Osburn-Henson dissent, “transit 
companies are not enjoying pros- 
perity during the ‘good times’ 
when most other classes of busi- 
ness are operating profitably. 
Most transit companies now are 
faced with an economic depres- 
sion in their line of business, and 
such is the present situation con- 
fronting this company. Strange as 
it might seem to those unac- 
quainted with the facts, this com- 
pany should not be unduly criti- 
cized, because little, if any, of the 
fault lies with it. This company 
is well managed and efficiently 
operated. 

“The principal trouble is that 
too many people have become too 
prosperous to need and, therefore, 
to patronize its available service. 
To the company’s financial detri- 
ment, too many of its war and 
postwar patrons are no longer 
patronizing it but are now com- 
muting by limousines, automobiles 
and taxicabs. 

“We believe that this commis- 
sion should prescribe a rate sched- 
ule, if possible, which will attract 
and hold as many patrons as pos- 
sible. We appreciate the fact 
that there would be some abuse 
of the weekly pass. However, we 
are inclined to believe that its res- 
toration would eventually prove 
fruitful to the company. We feel 
that its restoration would attract 
a great many persons who are not 
now using the company’s service 
to any great extent. 

“Something must be done to ar- 
rest the decline in riders or the 
day might soon come when that 
small segment which must depend 
upon the service of this company 
will be financially unable to foot 
the bill, 

“We seriously doubt that the 
(fare) schedules prescribed by the 
majority will yield the amount 
estimated. We are definitely of 
the opinion that should the decline 
in the company’s business con- 
tinue, the majority's estimate will 
not be realized.”
